An- 
“©ther bill, H. 955, asked by Ber­ 
wick and Hamilton Township resi­ 
dents. would require the state to 
pay for installation and operation 
of traffic lights on state high 
ways rather than the township or 
borough in which the intersection 
lies.

TRAVEL GROUP 
GOING TO MEET 


Representatives of the Gettys­ 
burg Travel Council are planning 
to attend a meeting of the South 
Central 
Pennsylvania 
Travel 
Council Tuesday at Hershey at 
which a bill permitting Pennsyl­ 
vania to provide matching funds 
for travel promotion will be dis­ 
cussed. 
Kenneth Dick, president of the 
local Travel Council, said the 
bill. House Bill 558, has been 
passed by the House and now is 
before the state Senate. Known 
as the "Tourist Promotion Law," 
the bill provides for the state to 
match funds put up by qualified 
agencies for specific promotional 
plans. Only tliose travel councils 
designated by first class cities, 
or by county commissioners, towns 
and townships can qualify for the 
aid. The bill provide that, outside 
of cities of the first class, the 
authorization for the travel promo­ 
tion agency to receive such funds 
must come by resolution of the 
county commissioners concurred 
in by similar resolutions from 
towns and townships in the county 
comprising more than 50 per cent 
of the population of the county. 
According 
to 
the 
bill, 
the 
amount of matching funds to be 
given by the state may not exceed 
an amount equal to ten cents for 
each inhabitant of the city, county 
or counties represented by such 
agency, or $3 per rentable room 
in teh area. However, the bill 
also provides that no authorized 
travel agency shall be eligible for 
less than $1,000, nor more than 
20 per cent of the total appropria­ 
tion.

$48.3 million into higher education 
local governments are not contrib­ 
uting anything. 
The huge increase in higher ed­ 
ucation costs will provide, besides 
a junior college system, an exten­ 
sive competitive scholarship pro­ 
gram, state-insured private tui­ 
tion loans and expanded facilities 
in the existing institutions to hand 
Ie an expected enrollment of about 
300,000, about double this year’s 
enrollment. 
The 14-state-owned c o l l e g e s 
would be expanded and converted 
to liberal arts colleges. The Penn­ 
sylvania State University’s enroll­ 
ment would rise from the present 
21,000 to a projected 35,000. 
KEYSTONE OF PLAN 
Compulsory reorganization was 
proposed as the keystone to an 
elaborate structure of education in 
the first 12 grades. The commit­ 
tee achieved near unanimity in 
recommending this step despite its 
controversial nature. 
It recommends a basic school 
district of between 5,000 and 10,- 
000 pupils, compared to the pre­ 
sent 1,800 ptibils recommended as 
a district standard. 
To achieve this reorganization 
goal, the committee would have a 
five-member commission on reor­ 
ganization set up. County school 
boards would have to submit t 
reorganization plan by July 1964 
These plans would have to be im- 
pletmented by 1966.

the House Education Committee, 
already has made known plans to 
file an extensive minority report. 
At least one other committee 
member reportedly was planning 
to join in Mrs. Reibman’s report, 
but the identity of this person was 
not known.

MORE NEXT YEAR 
Hie initial cost of the commit­

A 
flat sales tax which would indude 
clothing, food, and trade-ins, would 
yield an additional $316 million a 
year now, the committed estimat­ 
ed, and $350.1 million by 1969-70.

Most observers think so. It s the 
time of year for optimism and 
also the point in the average re­ 
cession for a turn about. But 
many of them warn that the busi­ 
ness outlook now is—to use a 
term dear to stock market re­ 
porters—mixed and irregular. 
SCRAMBLE OF FIGURES 
Here is the scramble of official 
figures. With them, if you’re a 
do-it-yourself adept, you can be 
your own soothsayer. 
Rehiring of workers is picking 
up a little while layoffs are less 
frequent. The average work week 
is a trifle longer. Some compa­ 
nies say they plan to build up 
work forces moderately in April 
or May. This may be only a drop 
in the bucket in the total of the 
jobless, reported in mid-February 
as 5.7 million persons, or 6.8 per 
cent of the labor force. 
Auto production is due to rise 
a bit as some furloughed wonkers 
are being recalled. 
HAVE HIT BOTTOM 
Industrial production dropped in 
February to 102.0 per cent of the 
1957 base period from 102.4 in 
January. Thus was so slight that 
most economists accepted it as 
the bottoming out of a long slide 
from the record 111 early in 1960. 
February also saw manufactur­ 
ers’ sales up I per cent from 
January, although IO per cent be­ 
low the year ago figure. New 
orders were up 2 per cent in the 
month, but still trailing the pre­ 
vious year by 7 per cent. Stocks 
on hand slipped a trifle lower in 
January. 
Retail trade, helped by an early 
Easter, topped March 1960 and 
were about the same as 1959. For 
the year to date department store 
sales are 3 per cent ahead of 
1960. 
SOME TILT DOWN 


Some of the figures tilt to the 
downside still. 


More business firms have been 
folding but total liabilities have 
dropped a bit of late. Nine out 
of ten bankruptcy suits filed in 
federal courts are personal, how­ 
ever, and a record 114,156 were 
filed’ in I960. 
Rail freight loadings so far this 
year are trailing last by 15.8 per 
cent and the roads predict the 
second quarter will see a 5.6 per 
cent lag from a year ago. These 
were once a weightier business 
indicator than today.

Manufacturing 
profits 
as 
a 
whole are down from a yew ago, 
although the rate of decline is 
slower than some months back. 
Many industries still have lots of 
unused production capacity. Even 
more report that wage and salary 
costs are still rising. 
TASTIER FARE 
Tastier fare for the optimists 
are these figures: 
Fai-m prices in mid-March were 
one per cent higher than last year. 
Industrial 
and 
commercial 
building contracts have risen a 
little and a modest improvement 
is noted in housing. Forecasts of 
business spending on building and 
equipment call for a three per 
cent rise from 1960. 
Exports 
of 
American 
goods, 
services and 
farm products in 
February were seven per cent 
above the year ago figure. Bank­ 
ers report the first stirring in de­ 
mand for more loans to business­ 
men. 
RECOVERY SIGNS 
Machine tool order are closely 
watched for signs that business 
is going to spend more in antici­ 
pation of advancing activity. Al­ 
though still well below a year 
ago, orders rose in February. 
Industrial raw' material prices 
also often rise 
when 
business 
starts to revive. They’ve been 
creeping up for some time now. 
Finally there’s a rise in gov­ 
ernment spending, with more ex­ 
pected. This is designed to prime 
the pump a bit. Some fear it will 
also set off more inflation. 
So—most economists say recov­ 
ery’s on the way. Only a few 
say. wait and see.

Schneebeli's district s p r a w l s 
through eight northern and north- 
central Pennsylvania counties—a 
large rural area, but with some in­ 
dustrial centers. 
Curtin said that this question­ 
naire, his 
fourth, deals with a 
whole new area of issues and 
problems. He said all replies are 
treated with the strictest confi­ 
dence, with the sender signing his 
name only if he wishes.
